Paul Cohen was Sha’ar Zahav’s President from 1981-82, a teacher, a 
mentor and for many years the force behind the JGF. He died suddenly on 
Feb. 21; the following is an excerpt from the eulogy given by Irene Ogus. 


On February 25,1 delivered Paul Cohen’s eulogy. Why? Because he asked 
me to. Paul asked many of us to do things - often things we didn’t want 
to do or know how to do, but we did them because he asked us. And he 
supported us all the way, because he wanted us to do it right. Paul cared 
for us, taught us, baked for us, found us jobs, caregivers, therapists, told 
us the best flour for baking bread or cakes. He became everyone’s grand- 
father. He was the broker of life, the matchmaker, the yente, the mensch 
of mensches. 


Paul devoted himself to connections. He loved to attend and officiate events, and he didn’t merely show 
up: when I married Suzie he appeared at our home for prenuptial counseling, with a very serious-look- 
ing black binder of thoughtful questions that prompted deep conversation. He cared about all our fami- 
lies. On a trip to England, he visited my mother in the Jewish 
home where she lived, which moved me and deepened our un- 
derstanding of each other. Paul wore his gravitas like a cloak 
but he loved a good party and really knew how to throw one, 
including once “borrowing” a Taraval street car for his birth- 
day. Paul knew his own flaws, so he forgave others. I never id eek oe men ael a a 
knew him to hold a grudge.

Paul traveled ceaselessly for conferences on Jewish life and organization, always teaching, listening, 
closely following shifts in observance, culture and gestalt - and he brought it all back to SZ. He was 

a prime mover in SZ’s admission into the Union for Reform Judaism; in our acquiring land at Hills of 
Eternity during the AIDS crisis, when our members had nowhere to be remembered; in leading us out of 
the desert into the land of respectability. Paul’s adoption of SZ’s Journey to Judaism program and work 
with people choosing Judaism brought him such joy and pride - with his traditional background, this 
was a sea-change for him, but he was like the Pied Piper of SZ, saying “come on in, the water’s nice 
and warm!” 
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After his last surgery Paul and I had lunch and talked about his eulogy. He wanted 

me to make people laugh. He was feeling good, but I thought, “this must be the end” 
- this best of hosts served me Safeway Chicken Pot Pie. Paul was one of my dearest 
friends, a teacher, and a mentor. His light was still shining brightly when he left us. — Hungry pg.5

And just like that we were turning the story into 
a script, writing new songs, adapting the lyrics 
of pop tunes, choosing parts, blocking scenes, 
making sets, and figuring out how to include our 
Zoom students in the show. It turns out that mu- 
sical theater is not just quintessentially gay and 
Jewish. It’s also a collaborative medium where 
we get to practice our values while we make a 
story out of them. It’s a project with multiple 
points of access, where students can each find 
their own way to connect. 


And it’s super fun, engaging, and joyful, bring- 
ing light and laughter to the serious and impor- 
tant learning we did on anti-racism, disability 
rights, and anti-Jewish bias. Amen.

Sara Rose Tannenbaum 
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At The Ukrainian Border

On March 15,1 was part of a national delega- 
tion of two dozen Jewish Federation leaders 
that traveled to Warsaw and then to the Polish- 
Ukrainian border. We came to bear witness to 
the tragedy, to get a sense of the scale of the 
crisis, to listen to the stories of the refugees 
and the aid workers and volunteers - and most 
importantly, to become storytellers and am- 
bassadors to bring this back to our Bay Area 
community. 


It was the eve of Purim, but there were no 
masks, no costumes, no drunk partygoers, and 
no groggers drowning out Haman’s name. We 
did not need to conjure a villain out of the past 
- we were Staring at the consequences of pres- 
ent-day evil right before our eyes. 


The scale of the crisis is almost unimaginable. 
We stayed at a hotel directly across from the 
Central Warsaw train station, where hundreds 
of people are arriving by train and bus every 
hour. Almost all the refugees are women and 
children, with some elderly men. The husbands 
and fathers are back home, defending their 
country and fighting for their freedom. People 
arrive with a backpack, or a suitcase, or their 
possessions in a plastic garbage bag. Some 
have made the journey with their pets. 


While there are vast numbers of refugees, each 
family’s story is unique, each one worth listen- 
ing to. Among the many we heard: Anna fled 
Ukraine with her six-year-old son and three- 
year-old daughter: When she and her husband 
learned that the Russian army had been shell- 
ing a nearby nuclear power plant, her husband 
told her, “You have 15 minutes. Just save our 
children and go!” The trains were overcrowded 
with people desperate to leave, and Anna and 
her children, plus six other women and nine 
other children, were crammed into a four-per- 
son train compartment. The journey to Lviv 
took 22 hours. “I held my daughter in my arms 
for the entire trip and by the end I could not 
feel my arms.” 
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Fredrik, a man in his 80s, had been a profes- 
sor at a university in Kharkiv for more than 

50 years. He did not want to leave his life in 
Ukraine, and when his daughter finally con- 
vinced him to go, he wore his slippers, as if 
he’d be returning home soon. He spoke slowly, 
haltingly, the trauma of his experience etched 
on his face. 


The refugees told us about children being 
frightened by the sounds of shelling, gunfire 
and missiles going off all day and all night 
long. Of air raid sirens reverberating every few 
hours and having to hide for hours under stair- 
cases because no bomb shelters were available. 


The Jewish Agency for Israel has taken over 
the entire Novotel hotel in Warsaw. Hundreds 
of refugees are living there; conference rooms 
have become processing centers where staff 
and volunteers meet individually with refugee 
families to develop a plan for next steps. Each 
family’s needs or wishes are different: Do they 
want to consider aliyah to Israel? Are there 
other parts of Poland or Europe that would 
make sense for them? 


From Warsaw, we traveled to the Polish-Ukrai- 
nian border crossing at Mydeka. Among the 

first things refugees see as they walk through 

the gate into Poland: an Israeli flag and the 

tents set up by the American Jewish Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee, the Jewish Agency for 

Israel and the medical teams of Hatzalah and @ 
Rescuers Without Borders. Volunteers offer 


them a bottle of water and an apple, and there 
are tents filled with clothing, toys, diapers and 
places to rest. 


Relief agencies from all over the world, both 
religious and non-sectarian, have come to offer 
the refugees sustenance of all kinds as well as 
assistance with transportation and relocation. 


The scene is both heartbreaking and inspiring. 
Thousands of refugees are fleeing the hor- 
rendous evil that has been unleashed on their 
people and their country and they are met at 
the border by love and compassion and the best 
of what humanity has to offer. But there are not 
enough beds, not enough staff, and not enough 
resources. 


We could see the trauma and stress in the faces 
of the refugees, and also in the faces of the 

@ > :ofessionals and volunteers with the relief 
organizations: people working with not enough 
sleep, often volunteering for acts of great brav- 
ery and courage. 


For those of us here in the Bay Area, in the 
safe confines of our homes, this moment is 
calling to us. Not just to each of us individu- 
ally, it is calling to us collectively, to our com- 
munities, to our generations. 


Kol Israel eravim zeh el zeh: We are all respon- 
sible for one another. Let us respond with our 
voices, with our checkbooks, and with all the 
resources and skills with which we have been 
blessed. There is so much at stake.
